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ST. LOUIS NOT YET SIGHTED! 


Some Anxiety Felt for the Overdue 
American Liner. 





Officials Believe That the Delay Is Due 
to. the Bad Weather—The 
Passenger List.. 


The Amierican liner St. Louis, which sailed | 
from. Southampton on Jan. 4, and ‘is now 
nearly three days overdue, had not been 
sighted up to an early hour’ this morn- 
ing. Those who have yes - and; 
friends aboard are beginning — feel some 
anxiety, for after making am llowance 
forthe liner’s reduced st wer on 
account of her leaky. boilers, t. Louis 
should have made port on Monday. 

A large number of persons made inquiries 
yesterday at the offices of the American 
‘Line, in the Empire Building,, but the offi- 
cials there could do nothing but assure in- 
quirers that the delay was due to the heavy 
head gales which all recently arrived 
steamships have reported, and that Capt. 
Passow, knowing the leaky condition of the 
boilers, would not attempt to force-her to 
make échedule time. The possibility that 
her machinery may have become deranged 
was admitted, but even in that event, it was 
said, there was no. cause for alarm, as the 
St. Loui: had before proved. herself a 
stanch rough weather boat, Moreover, the 
liner has two sets of engines of the triple- 
expansion type, which may be detached, 
and unless both engines were disabled the 
liner could make port-under her own steam. 

The liner has been making unsatisfactory 
time for six months.. Some anxiety was 


caused when she failed to arrive on time 
on her last eastward trip, but she finally 
steamed into Southampton a day late. On 
a previous westward trip, when the St. 
Louis had to battle with head winds all the 
Way across, she averaged batfely 15 knots 
an hour, and took over eight days to reach 
this port.. The liner has no wireless appa- 
ratus on ard. 

Those most directly concerned are not re 
assured by the fact that the St. Louis has 
not been-reported by any of the liners that 
travel on the same ocean path. he Main, 
of. the North German Lloyd Line, and the 
White Star freighter Bovic, both arrived 
yesterday three days. overdue, but neither 
reported having seen the overdue American 
liner The Red Star liner Vaderland ar- 
rived Tuesday night after an eleven-day 
passage from Antwerp, but did not signt 
‘the St. Louis.

Accotding to an opinion submitted yes- 
terday te Corrections Comnfissioner Tham- 
as W. Hynes by Corporation Counsel 
George W. Rives thére’are many ‘women 
and men in the penal institutions of: the 
City of ‘New York who ought’ to be free 
and are unjustly detatned.

the duration of imprisonment mentioned in 
the section. Mr, Rives said aboug this: 
' “T- answer that such cOmmitments are 
void upon théir face. Such.a course of pro-' 
eedure on thi” part of a committing Magis- 
trate is inconsistent with’ the. whole. pian 
of ‘cumulative : os gee Such- commit- 
ments can orily ,explained upon the 
theory that the trates have not had 
their attention called to the opinion of. the 
Appellate Division in the Fox case.’ 

This opinion was handed down Dec.’ 12, 
1902, and upheld the constitutionality of 
Bections 707 to 712, which previously Nad 
been held unconstitutional by Justice Truax 
in-a trial termy of the Supreme Court.

MEXICAN CURRENCY. 

The very interesting interviéw with 
Sefior Enrique CREEL which we pub- 
lished the other day indicates that the 
Government of Mexico is working in a 
careful and intelligent manner toward 
the adjustment of its currency to the 
gold standard to which all financial re- 
lations with the rest of the world have to 
conform. Necessarily the problem is 
difficult and delicate, but it is ap- 
proached in Mexico with the conserva- 
tism and breadth which have character- 
ized the administration of that country 
now for many years. 

We have defined its task as that of 
the adjustment of its currency to the 
gold standerd, which is not altogether 
the same as adopting a currency of gold 
or of silver at the intringic ratio to gold. 
For such a change as the latter, Mex- 
ico is ill-prepared, nor is it at all cer- 
tain that the change, were it practicable, 
would be desirable. The country has a 
silver currency in common and wuniver- 
sal use, to which the minds of the great 
body of the people are accustomed, 
which is convenient in denominations 
and has a weight and fineness that have 
not varied in a long time. If this cur- 
rency can be continued in use without 
risk of undue inflation or contraction, 
and if it can be made of stable value in 
exchange, it is far better to keep it than 
to try to replace it. Such an arrange- 
ment is not at all impracticable. And 
the way to do it is indicated by the « con- 
ditions in the United States. 

In reality we have almost completely 
solyed a problem in the-use of silver 
very much the same essentially as that 
of Mexico, and we can at any time make 
the solution complete. We have in 
round numbers some $500,000,000 in cir- 
culation of silver dollars and silver cer- 
tificates at a hominal value more than 
twice the bullion value. This enormous 
amount of overvalued silver is kept at 
par by three provisions of the ldw. First, 
these dollars are receivable for all pub- 
lic dues; second; it is made the duty of 
the Treasury. to preserve their parity 
with gold, though there is no specific 
obligation to exchange them when pre- 
sented for gold, as there should be; and, 
third, the amount in circulation is strict- 
ly limited. Of course, the effect of these 
provisions is greatly aided by the large 
and varied Internal exchanges of the 
United States, which afford a definite 
and steady employment for the silver 
dollars and the certificates. But these 
influences would be at work in Mexico 
in the same way, if ‘the volume of the 
silver currency were not e ve in the 
first place, and if it were pYoperly ad- 
justed to the actualineeds. 

That this can be done there is no rea- 
son to doubt. A policy substantially 
that recommended by Mr. Fatrcniup 
when he was Secretary of the Treasury 
would be effective) The country was" 
then under the opération of the Bland 
silver coinage law, which required a reg- 
ular and continuous addition to the

PRUSSIAN FINANCE. 

The statement of Prussian finance 
which is made in the Prussian speech 
from the throne is far from cheering. A 
deficit of nine millions and a half at the 
end of 1901 threatens to be followed by a 
deficit of at least an equal amount for 
1902, and, as no relief, either in the way 
of diminished expenditure or of increased 
income, is to-be looked for this year, the 
only visible recourse is to a “‘ consider- 
able loan,” 

Of course, Prussia is not the German 
Empire, but it is the chief taxpaying 
State of that empire. The representa- 


tives of the Prussian people, it may be. 


supposed, will look with anxiety, before 
authorizing the loan for which the Kai- 
ser applies, to see whether there are no 
public expenditures which can be re- 
trenched, whether Prussian or imperial. 

A reduction in the army is scarcely to 
be thought of. It is not larger than the 
best judges believe to be necessary, and 
it\ is managed with the most exemplary 
and praiseworthy frugality, Distinctly 
the expenditure upon the army is not a 
“fancy ” expenditure, nor can it be ma- 
terially diminished. 

The case of the navy is entirely dif- 
ferent. Whereas the money spent upon 
the army is money spent for the national 
defense, the navy is not a means of na- 
tional defense, but only of national of- 
fense. Its chief purpose appears to be, 
in the language of one of the highest 
naval officers in Germany, Prince HANRY 
of Prussia, ‘to preach the gospel of the 


consecrated person of the German Em-| 


peror to those who will and to those who 
will not hear.” The fulfillment of this 
purpose is evidently not a national ne- 
cessity. It is at most a national luxury, 
with which many Prussians will incline 
to think that Germany can dispense, and 
almost all Germans outside of Prussia. 
For it is only in Prussia and in a very 
limited circle even there that the notion 
finds favor of enlarging the German 
Navy to the rank of that of one of the 
Powers which need a fleet as urgently as 
Germany needs an army. To restrict the 
German Navy to its present size would 
effect a very considerable saving over 
carrying out the official programme for 
its enlargement, enough of a gaving, 
very likely, to make the proposed loan 
unnecessary. 

This is a matter of National conse- 
quence to ourselves also. It is evident 
to every American that we cannot af- 
ford to maintain a smaller navy ‘than 
Germany’s when we can so niruch more 
easily afford to pay for one as much 
idrger as we choose to construct and 
maintain. As our relations with Ger- 
many in Samoa in 1889 led to the be- 
ginnings of our modern navy, so it is 
our relations with Germany since have 
been the chief occasion of our enlarging 
it. The President justly said that 
we cannot pretend to maintain the Mon- 
roe Doctrine without an efficient navy to 
back up our pretensions. He did not say, 
he did not need to say, that there is only 
one quarter from which the Monroe Doc- 
trine is or is likely to be threatened, nor 
to indicate that quarter. 

MITCHELL AND THE COAL SHORTAGE 

John MITCHELL, President of the Unit- 
ed Mine orkers, has addressed the 
Bastern membership of ‘that society 
through the newspapers--which means 
that he has addressed the public over 
their shoulders—appealing to them to 
mine all the anthracite coal they can 
to relieve the famine which exists in all 
the Eastern and seaboard cities, ‘‘and has 





resulted in great suffering and hardship’ 


to the poor of the cities, whose earnings 
are insufficient to enable:them to pay 
the excessive prices now being charged 
for fuel, and it is subjecting the general 
public to great inconvenience.” He urges 


| them to co-operate with the mine man- 


agers in an effort to increase the out- 
put, and impresses the fact upon their 
attention that such efforts ‘should not be 
| relaxed until the weather moderates and 
the great necessity for fuel shall have 
passed. 

This is good advice, and it is to be 
hoped that the unions will. follow it 
‘with enthusiasm, Perhaps it derives 
additional dignity from bearing the ap- 
proving signatures of T. ,D. NicHota, 
THomas ‘Dury, and Jon Fany, Dis- 
trict Presidents. The occasion for such 
an appéal is not exaggerated, - ‘The con- 
tens described exist without doubt,

orea for some four months to withdraw | 
fom the mines the men needed to keep 
them from flooding and preserve them in | 
condition to resume operations when ‘sia! 

That was in the 
Summer time, of course, when nobody 
‘suffered greatly from the shortage of, 
fuel, which was chiefly in demand for 
steam purposes and manufacturing op- 
erations requiring heat. But MITCHELL 
is not so shortsighted in such matters 
that he did not realize that col: weather 
was not far off, and that under the 


of days might require months to correct. 
Fortunately for all in interest his plan 
of flooding the mines and crippling ‘the 
machinery was not successful. Some 
seven thousand men remained at work 
in and about the mines, and saved them 
from destriction. Suppose, however, 
he had been successful in calling out the 
engineers, pumpmen, firemen, and cus- 
todians of the underground workings, 
and had so'impaired the properties, as 
an “act of war,” that most of them 
could not even now have resumed, and 
many pits must need be abandoned per-. 
manently because the cost of emptying 
them and making them safe would ex- 
ceed the commercial value of the coal 
to be recovered from them, What would 
row be the condition of the communities 
dependent upon anthracite? How little 
reliance could be placed upon bituminous 
coal may be judged from the conditions 
existing in districts which have never 
known any other fuel as a regular sup- 
ply, and where householders and leading 
citizens are stopping trains and empty- 
ing the coal cars in obedience to the law 
of self-preservation, which, for the mo- 
ment, takes precedence of all other law. 

A great many people who uphold the 
right of organized labor to strike, and 
who believed that the miners in the an- 
thracite field had grievances warranting 
recourse to extreme measures for their 
correction, recognized in MITCHELL a 
public enemy when he undertook to 
bring about the destruction of properties 
in the mining districts and tolerated, 
if he did not advise, the extreme meas- 
‘ures which were resorted to in further- 
ance of that object. His attempt has 
not been forgotten nor forgiven. That 
it did not succeed was the most fortu- 
nate thing that ever happened in his 
adventurous career. But it is all too 
recent to leave much room for sentiment 
over his appeal to the miners to work 
with greater industry that the suffering 
and hardship of the poor in our Eastern 
cities may be mitigated as much as pos- 
sible. 








Controller Grout writes to Tum Times 
a letter in which he quotes many defin- 
ing clauses.of the statutes, in which the 
term real property is declared to include 
lands, tenements, and hereditaments. The 
purpose of the Controller’s letter is to 
show that our criticism of the franchise 
tax law, which made real estate out of 
an incorporeal thing, was based upon a 
fiction. The sufficiency of Mr. Grout’s 
citations in proof of statutory custom 
may be admitted without altering the 
fact that to cal] a frandhise real estate 
‘is a fiction. However, in the statement 
made by the. Controller upon which we 
printed some comment he defended the 
taxing of franchises as real estate on the 
ground that it increased by that much 
the city’s debt limit. We pointed out 
that this was perilously near an evasion 
of the Constitution, and in view of the 
possibility that the Ford franchise tax 
law may be declared unconstitutional 
was a highly unsafe reliance for bond is- 
sues. To that argument, the Controller 
makes no reply.

Provides’ That No Reduction of Sugar 
Duties Except That Specified in 
the Treaty. Shall Be Made. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Corcessions to 
the sugar interests were made by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations to- 
day, when an amendment designed to meet 
their demands was inserted into the Cuban 
treaty. It is believed that this change will 
insure support of the treaty by all the Re- 
“publican members. 

' The amendment is in the form of an ad- 
dition to Article VIII anda reads: 

“ Provided, that while this convention 
is in force, no sugar, being the product of 
the soil of the Republic of Cuba, shall be 
exported from said republic to the United 
States at a greater reduction of duty than 
20 per cent. below the rates prescribed by 
the act of July 24, 1887: and provided fur- 
ther, that while this convention is in force 
no sugar shall be imported into the United 
States from any other foreign country at a 
lower rate of duty than that imposed by 
the act of July 24, 1897.” 

This provision was drawn’ by Senator 
Lodge, and it is understood that the com- 
mittee’s first object was to continue the 


protection now vouchsafed to American 
sugar. 


The sugar interests have been apprehen- 
sive that the reduction of 20” per cent. 
on sugar from Cuba would seriously affect 
their industry, and that sugars from other 
countries would claim admission under the 
favored nation clause of existing treaties. 
Therefore they insisted on action that 


would -guard against this apprehended 
danger. 


The effect of the amendment would be to 
fix the existing rates on sugar for five 


years. That is the purpose aimed at by 
the sugar men. 


It is an unusual declaration. In the first 
Place, it declares that sugar shall be ad- 
mitted from Cuba at a reduction of 20 per 
cent. of the rates specified in ‘the Dingley 
act, and in the second place by declaring 


Sugar. shall not be admitted from other 
countries below those particular rates for 
a period of five years, or during the con- 
tinuance of the treaty. The rates of the 
Dingley act are intended to be established 
irrevocably for that od.

The tenth annual conference of the 
Foreign Mission Boards of the United 
States and Canada convened yesterday 
morning in the headquarters of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in the Bible House.
